One of the most serious 
problems in this nation is the 
growing power of public 
employes' unions. 

This power is evident every- 
where - at a teachers' strike in 
Washington, a garbage men's 
strike in New York or a police 
and firemen's walkout in San 
Francisco. 

So grave is the situation that 
responsible authorities are 
beginning to wonder if the 
unions are actually in danger of 
taking over major American 
cities. 

THE UNIONS have often 
exercised the power to force 
v larger ' settlements than com- 
. m unities ' can afford. The 
situation in New York City, 
which is teetering on the edge of 
bankruptcy, is a case in point. 
Not only are the unions directly 
influencing the fiscal policy of 
communities where they have 
been mounting new demands 
and calling an increasing 
number of strikes but they are 
beginning to dictate municipal 
policy." 

In some communities the 
unions have become the last 
word on school curriculum, the 
size of classes and similar 
questions directly affecting the 
educational system. This is 




taking place without regard for 
the principle which says all 
elements of a community 
should have an equal voice in 
such matters under democratic 
tradition. k ■■ 

THE SUBJECTof labor res- 
ponsibility in public disputes 
has been explored by two Yale 
law school professors, Harry 
Wellington and Ralph Winter, in 
a book entitled ''The Unions and 
Cities."* 

Among suggestions offered by 



the authors for curbing exces- 
sive wage demands -was a 
municipal law to require that 
the terms of a union contract 
with public . employes be 
submitted to a referendum vote 
of the community's citizens. 

Some authorities have, urged 
laws to outlaw certain lands of 
strikes by public employes, 
especially those that would 
endanger the health and safety 
of -a community's population. 
However, experience shows 
that these would be ineffective 
because the employes would 
take the law into their own 
hands and go on strike in spite 
of it. 

THESE THREATS cannot be 
averted by statutory restric- 
tions or legal gimmicks. What is 
needed is a public so aroused 
that mayors, city managers and 
other officials negotiating with 
public employes' unions will 
have to listen to what the 
taxpayers want rather than 
what the unions dictate.

that drug users are getting 
younger. For instance, more 
than twice the number of 14 and 
15 'year olds, had tried 
marijuana in 1974 than had tried

A Los Angeles psychiatrist 
noticed a diffent kind of change 
in drug use.

1972," she said, "when young 
people began to appear with 
problems of abusing alcohol. 
Many of them said they 
experimented with other drugs, 
but finally found that alcohol 
was easier to get and there was 
less stigma attached to it.

A first-class mail service 
"improvement program" will 
go into effect at the Antioch post 
office Saturday, Postmaster 
Walter Barnas said today. 
j Under me program, firs tciass 
mail will receive service that is 
equal y lo or better than airmail. , 

The new step will extend to all 
first-class mail weighing 13 
ounces or less. 

"In practical terms, what this 
service improvement means is 
that domestic first-class post- 
age now will purchase the level 
of service that previously only 
airmail could buy," said 
Postmaster Barnas. 

"Under the new program, 
(here no longer will be an 
advantage in purchasing air- 



mail postage for domestic 
delivery," he said.

District ' 34 applied for 
assistance from the state 
Capital Development Board. In 
turn the board sent a teara^of 
men to investigate the details o 
the Life Safety Survey and 
enrollment needs. On the basis 
of this investigation a state 
grant of $961,560 was issued ■ to 
District 34, providing the 
district provide the fuhHing for 
the remainder of the total 
program by Oct. 31. The grant 
was made on the following 
basis: • 

The capital Development . 
Board would not permit any 
money to be spent on the Life 
Safety work at the Channel 
Lake School, but did allocate 
$257,218 toward the other Life 
Safety work needed. 

It then declared the 175 
children at Channel Lake and 
the 93 children in the Oakland 
portables as children in 
temporary housing.

4*. $100,000 contingency fund 
for unforseeable. Heeds. The 
sewage and water systems at 
Antioch both need major 
repairs. It is impossible to tell 
exactly the problems which 
may arise until they are dug up. 

PROJECT AMOUNTS are: 
Oakland, $337,635; Antioch, 
458,697; NeW School, 1,465,228; 
Contingency, 100,000; Total, - 
$2,361,560. State Grant, 961,560; 
Local Referendum, $1,400,000. 

For two years the schools 
have been working to get 
contributions of land or money 
from potential land developers. 
At the present time, the district 
has contribution contracts with 
two potential developers; 
Americana, north of Grass 
Lake Road across from Seven 
Hills; CABL, Inc. north of the 
Upper Grade School and west of 
Tiffany Road to North Ave. 

The Americana contract is a 
cash contribution of $240 per 
pupil.
